DC. Sees 
Spike in 
Poverty 

Study finds poorest were left 
behind during recent boom 


WASHINGTON I Nearly one in five residents 
of the District of Columbia lives in pov- 
erty — the highest percentage in nearly a 
decade — despite a recent economic boom 
in the nation’s capital, according to a study 
released Wednesday. 

Black residents in particular have been 

left behind, with employ- 

ment levels among 
blacks close to their low- 
est in 30 years, the D.C. 

Fiscal Policy Institute 
said in the report. 

The District in recent 
years has seen a thriving 
real estate market and 
job growth, and the city 
government has enjoyed 
budget surpluses. 

But Ed Lazere, the 

institute’s executive director and the report’s 
author, said much of the District’s new wealth 
appears to be associated with newcomers to the 
city, while longtime residents have seen their 
cost of living rise, but not their income. 

The gap between high-income and low- 
income households is wider than in every 
other major U.S. city except for Atlanta and 
Tampa, Fla., the report said, citing a Brookings 
Institution analysis. 

The average income of the poorest fifth of 
D.C. households rose just 3 percent from the 
early 1980s to the early 2000s when adjusted 
for inflation. Meanwhile, the average income 
of the wealthiest fifth soared 81 percent, (ap)

Spate of wildfires 
has already destroyed 
at least 1,500 homes 

SAN DIEGO I The devastating wild- 
fires in Southern California have 
caused at least $1 billion in dam- 
age in San Diego County alone, 
officials said Wednesday, as eas- 
ing wind gave firefighters hope 
that they could begin to gain ground 
against the flames. 

Authorities were investigat- 
ing arson as a possible cause of at 
least one of the wildfires. Orange 
County sheriffs deputies and FBI 
agents searched a home Wednes- 
day as part of the investigation, a 
law enforcement official said. Other 
blazes were believed to have been 
started by downed power lines and 
a car fire. 

The fires, in their fourth day, 
had destroyed 1,500 homes and 
caused at least a half-million peo- 
ple to flee — the largest evacuation 


in state history. At least 1,200 of the 
damaged homes were in San Diego 
County, and officials believe that 
number will rise. 


“Clearly, this is going to be a 
$1 billion or more disaster,” Ron 
Lane, San Diego County’s director 
of emergency services, told report- 


ers during a news conference. 

The announcement of San 
Diego’s staggering losses came 
as President Bush signed a major 
disaster declaration for California 
in the wake of the wildfires that 
have charred about 426,000 acres, 
or about 665 square miles. 

The fierce Santa Ana wind that 
has stoked the explosive blazes had 
started to moderate Wednesday 
although stiff gusts continued to 
blow through some canyon areas. 

The shift could allow for a great- 
er aerial assault and help firefight- 
ers beat back the most destructive 
blazes, said Homeland Security 
Secretary Michael Chertoff 
Crews also were anticipating a 
wave of additional firefighters and 
equipment coming in from other 
states, mostly throughout the West.

Security chief quits 
after scathing report 
on contractors in Iraq 

WASHINGTON | The State Depart- 
ment’s embattled security chief 
stepped down under pressure on 
Wednesday, as the fallout from last 
month’s deadly Blackwater USA 


shooting of 17 Iraqis in Baghdad 
claimed its first political casualty. 

Richard Griffin’s forced resigna- 
tion came amid growing questions 
about the use of private contractors 
to protect diplomats in Iraq, accord- 
ing to officials familiar with the cir- 
cumstances of his departure. 

Griffin, the assistant secretary of 
state for the Bureau of Diplomatic 


Security, made no mention of the 
furor in his resignation letter to 
President Bush and Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice. 

His resignation comes a day after 
the release of a report commissioned 
by Rice that found serious lapses in 
the department’s oversight of pri- 
vate guards, who are employed by 
Griffin’s bureau, matthew lee (ap)

Filed Against Simpson 


President reaches out 
to democracy activists 
in communist nation 

WASHINGTON I President Bush on 
Wednesday blistered Cuba’s regime 
and challenged the international 
community to help the people of 
the communist island shed Fidel 
Castro’s rule. 

“Now is the time to stand with 
the Cuban people as they stand up 
for their liberty. And now is the time 
for the world to put aside its dif- 
ferences and prepare for Cubans’ 
transition to a future of freedom 
and progress and promise,” Bush 
said at the State Department. 

In his first major address on 
Cuban policy in four years, Bush 
reached out directly to Cuba’s peo- 
ple — part of a clear drive to rally 
pro -democracy elements. 

To ordinary Cubans, he said: 
“You have the power to shape your 
own destiny. You can bring about 
a future where your leader answers 
to you.” 


Bush even appealed to the Cuban 
military, saying: “You may have once 
believed in the revolution. Now you 
can see its failure.” 

To the schoolchildren of Cuba, 
Bush said, “Do not believe the tired 
lies you are told about America. We 
want nothing from you except to 
welcome you to the hope and joy of 


freedom. Do not fear the future.” 

White House aides insisted there 
was no specific reason for the tim- 
ing of Bush’s speech. But it comes 
less than a week before the United 
Nations General Assembly takes up 
Cuba’s annual resolution to elimi- 
nate the U.S. embargo against the 
island, ben feller (ap)

Health officials want 
nutrition data posted 
on fast-food menus 

NEW YORK I Burger joints, beware: 
New York’s calorie crusaders are 
at it again. 

City health officials announced 
Wednesday that they hope to revive 
their stalled plan to force fast-food 
chains to add calorie counts to the 
big menu boards that hang above 
their counters. 

The city’s original effort to put 
calories on menus was struck down 
by a judge in September, but Health 
Commissioner Thomas Frieden said 
the regulation has been reworked 
and is ready for a second try. 

“People deserve to have more 
information when they are order- 
ing food,” he said. 


Like the previous regulation, the 
new version presented to the Board of 
Health on Wednesday would require 


fast-food restaurants to list a calorie 
count for each menu item at least as 
prominently as the price.

Discovery Crew 
Scans Wings for 
Launch Damage 

CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. I Discovery’s 
astronauts used lasers and digital 
cameras Wednesday to examine 
the shuttle’s wings for any signs of 
launch damage as they gained on 
the international space station with 
every circling of Earth. 

The inspection is standard 
procedure, but it’s an even higher 
priority this time because of ques- 
tions about possible flaws in three 
wing panels. 

Cmdr. Pamela Melroy and her 
crew surveyed Discovery’s wings and 
nose, which are exposed to tempera- 
tures as high as 3,000 degrees during 
re-entry. The inspection took a lit- 
tle longer than usual because NASA 
wanted to collect more detailed pic- 
tures of the wings, in particular the

Turks Target Kurds With Airstrikes 


News agency reports 
warplanes, helicopters 
fire along Iraqi border 

CIZRE, TURKEY I Turkish warplanes 
and helicopter gunships reportedly 
pounded Kurdish rebel positions 
along the Turkey-Iraq border 
Wednesday, broadening military 
operations against insurgents amid 
persistent fears Turkey will launch 
a major offensive inside Iraq. 

Turkish Cabinet members and 
military generals held a six-hour 


meeting in Ankara to discuss a pos- 
sible operation in northern Iraq, but 
decided to recommend the gov- 
ernment take economic measures 
first to force cooperation by Iraqis 
against Kurdish rebels. 

The state -run Anatolia news 
agency reported that Turkish 
warplanes and attack helicopters 
bombed mountain paths used by 
rebels to cross the porous border 
from Iraq and stage hit-and-run 
attacks against soldiers in south- 
eastern Turkey. 

“Along with Sikorsky and Cobra 


helicopters providing air support, 
warplanes that took off from [the city 
of] Diyarbakir are reported to have 
bombed and destroyed bases of the 
terrorists,” the agency reported. 

Pentagon officials declined to 
confirm reports of airstrikes. 

“I don’t know of any Turkish 
airstrikes in that area today,” said 
Maj. Gen. Richard Sherlock, Joint 
Chiefs of Staff operational planning 
director. 

But residents in the Iraqi Kurd- 
ish village of Derishkit claimed that 
two Turkish jet fighters struck a tar- 


get on the banks of the Zey-Gowra 
River about four miles inside Iraq. 
They were unable to offer any more 
details about the apparent attack. 

An AP Television News camera- 
man saw eight F-l6s loaded with 
bombs and attack helicopters take 
off after nightfall from a base in 
the southeastern city of Diyarbakir. 
The cameraman also saw about a 
dozen transport helicopters fly 
along Mount Cudi near the border 
with Iraq and at least one warplane 
fly past Cizre, a town close to the 
border, volkan sarisakal (ap)

The Dutch defense minister opened 
two days of NATO talks Wednesday 
with a pointed call for other Euro- 
pean countries to shoulder their fair 
share of the fight in Afghanistan 
against the Taliban. “There is no 
such thing as a free ride to peace 
and security,” Defense Minister 
Eimert van Middelkoop said in a 
barely veiled dig at nations that have 
refused to send troops to Afghan- 
istan’s dangerous south. Most of 
the forces in Afghanistan’s front- 
line southern provinces come from 
the United States, the Netherlands,

Report: Syria Site 

CAIRO, EGYPT I Commercial satellite 
images show construction in Syria 
that resembles the early stages of a 
small North Korean-model nuclear 
reactor, a report said Wednesday, 
speculating that it was the site hit 
last month by an Israeli airstrike. 

The photos, taken nearly a 
month before the Sept. 6 strike, 
show a tall box-like building near

the Euphrates River that the report 
said was similar in shape to a North 
Korean 5 -megawatt reactor build- 
ing in Yongbyon. 

It cautioned that the Syrian 
building was “not far enough along 
in its construction to make a defin- 
itive comparison.” The photo also 
shows a smaller building that the 
report says appears to be a pump 


station, which would be needed to 
provide water to cool a reactor. 

The report was written by David 
Albright, a former U.N. nuclear 
inspector and now head of the 
Washington-based Institute for 
Science and International Securi- 
ty, and researcher Paul Brannan.

First Lady

Laura Bush’s visit may 
aid the fight to end 
stigma of breast caneer 

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I One Saudi 
woman ignored the cancer grow- 
ing in her breast for fear of seeing 
a male doctor. Another was sum- 
marily divorced on the mere sus- 
picion she had the disease, while 
a third was dragged away from a 
mammogram machine. 

Breast cancer is considered a 
taboo in the religiously conserva- 
tive Arab countries of the Persian 
Gulf, even as the disease claims 
more and more victims, but some 
women are pushing for greater 
openness about the illness. 

Their efforts received a boost 
this week: a visit from first lady 
Laura Bush to raise awareness 
about breast cancer. On Wednes- 
day, her second day in Saudi Ara- 
bia, Bush met with breast cancer 
survivors in the western seaport of 
Jiddah. As a token of appreciation, 
they presented her with a long black 
scarf — the kind Saudi women use 
to cover their hair in public — with 
pink ribbons symbolizing the dis- 
ease attached to both ends. 

“No campaigns, ads or programs 
would have had the kind of impact 
that Laura Bush’s trip has given to 
breast cancer awareness in the king- 
dom,” said Sarnia al-Amoudi, a gyne- 
cologist who was diagnosed with the 
disease in 2006, noting that about 
70 percent of breast cancer cases are 
not reported until they are at a very 
late stage in Saudi Arabia, (ap)

Meanwhile, activists wearing 
white prison garb and masks held 
small protests in cities around the 
world to mark pro -democracy lead- 
er Aung San Suu Kyi’s 12 years in 
detention in Myanmar, also known 
as Burma. 

“I’m very angry; governments 
around the world know that people 
in Burma suffer — and have been 
suffering for so long,” refugee Zoya 
Phan, 26, said in London — one of 
the cities where protests were held. 
“They know the regime is brutal, 
but they have done almost noth- 
ing to help the people in Burma.”

China Jumps Into the Space Race 


Weeks after Japans 
launch, country’s 1st 
lunar probe sent up 

BEIJING I China launched its first 
lunar probe Wednesday, an initial 
step in an ambitious 10 -year plan 
to send a rover to the moon and 
return it to Earth. 

The Chang’e 1 orbiter blasted 
off with a trail of smoke from the 
Xichang Satellite Launch Center in 
Sichuan province in southwestern 
China, according to images from 
state television. 

The launch comes just weeks 
after China’s regional rival Japan 
put a probe into orbit around the 
moon in a great leap forward in 
Asia’s undeclared space race. India 
is likely to join the regional rivalry 
soon, with plans to send its own

lunar probe into space in April. 

The Long March 3A rocket car-

Several thousand people liv- 
ing within l }/2 miles of the launch 
center and under the rocket’s tra- 
jectory were evacuated two hours 
beforehand, the official Xinhua 
News Agency said. More than 
2,000 tourists were also on hand 
to watch it soar into space. 

The Chang’e 1 will orbit Earth 
while technical adjustments are 
made and will enter the moon’s orbit 
by Nov. 5, administration spokes- 
man Li Guoping said Monday. The 
project’s goal is to analyze the chemi- 
cal and mineral composition of the 
lunar surface, audra ang (ap)

High-tech explosives 
detector gives 3-D 
view of items in bags 

LINTHICUM, MD. | A new high-tech 
scanning system for airplane lug- 
gage that is designed to automati- 
cally detect explosives in carry-on 
bags while speeding up the secu- 
rity process for passengers is being 
tested at Baltimore/Washington 
International Thurgood Marshall 
Airport. 

The scanner, which is called a 
COBRA Checkpoint Explosives and 
Weapons Detection System, pro- 
vides baggage inspectors with 3-D 
images of items inside luggage. 

While its primary mission is to 
increase screening capability, the 
new system also could make the 
process speedier for passengers.

Dog Seller 
Registers 
Guilty Plea 

RICHMOND, VA. | A man who sold 
a champion pit bull to suspended 
NFL quarterback Michael Vick’s 
dogfighting operation pleaded 
guilty Wednesday to a federal 
dogfighting charge. 

Oscar Allen entered the plea to 
conspiracy to travel in interstate 
commerce to aid in illegal gam- 
bling and to sponsor a dog in animal 
fighting — the same charge to which 
Vick and his three co- defendants 
in the Bad Newz Kennels operation 
pleaded guilty. Vick is expected to 
be sentenced in December. 

The 67-year-old Allen, who lives 
in the Williamsburg area, is to be 
sentenced Jan. 25, 2008. 

He faces a maximum pun- 
ishment of five years in prison, 
a $250,000 fine and three years’ 
supervised release. 

As part of his plea, Allen admit- 
ted in a statement that he sold a 
female pit bull named Jane in 2001 
to Bad Newz Kennels in rural Surry 
County and traveled with Vick’s 
dogfighting associates to Jane’s

Software giant will 
sell ads for site as it 
expands outside U.S. 

SAN FRANCISCO I Rapidly rising 
Internet star Facebook Inc. has 
sold a 1.6 percent stake to Micro- 
soft Corp. for $240 million, spurn- 
ing a competing offer from online 
search leader Google Inc. 

The deal announced Wednes- 
day after several weeks of negoti- 
ation values Palo Alto, Calif -based 
Facebook at $15 billion — less than 
four years after Mark Zuckerberg 
started the online social network- 
ing site in his Harvard University 
dorm room. 

Microsoft also will sell Internet 
ads for Facebook as the site expands 
outside the United States, broaden- 
ing an existing marketing relation- 
ship that began last year. 

Besides validating Zuckerberg’s 


decision to rebuff a $1 billion take- 
over offer from Yahoo Inc. last year, 
Microsoft’s money should be more 
than enough to pay for Facebook’s 
ambitious expansion plans until 
the company 
goes public. 

Zuckerberg, 
23, has indicat- 
ed he would like 
to hold off on an 
initial public offer- 
ing for at least two 
more years. In the 
meantime, Facebookhopestobecome 
an advertising magnet by substantial- 
ly increasing its current audience of 
nearly 50 million active users. 

The Facebook investment repre- 
sents a coup for Microsoft because 
it provides Microsoft with a toehold 
on one of the Internet’s hottest 
platforms and a potentially lucra- 
tive forum for selling online ads.

Taylor Turns Heads With His Picks 


Redskins safety looks 
at home patrolling 
the middle of the field 

R E D S K I N S I Even the league lead in 
interceptions hasn’t put Sean Tay- 
lor in a talkative mood. 

Asked about the five picks that 
rank him No. 1 in the NFL, the 
Washington Redskins safety called 
the feat a credit to his teammates 
and politely declined any further 
comment, hardly surprising given 
that he rarely grants interviews. 

Maybe that’s for the best. It only 
enhances the mystery surrounding 
a talented player with a checkered 
past, one who is extremely wary of 
trusting anyone he doesn’t know 
well. Besides, his silence allows 
coaches and teammates to paint the 
Taylor picture, and they always have 
very interesting things to say. 

Assistant coach Gregg Wil- 
liams: “He can smell a con a long 
ways away. He’s very guarded.” 

Fullback Mike Sellers: “He’s on a 
mission. . . . Everybody says he’s mean, 
but he’s the nicest person on the plan- 
et — until you tick him off.”

tions in his first three seasons sud- 
denly have five in his last four games? 
The simple answer, from secondary 
coach Jerry Gray: “He’s more effec- 
tive in the middle of the field.” 

Too often over the last three 
years, Taylor was the football equiv- 
alent of a natural center fielder try- 
ing to play shortstop. Playing close 
to the line of scrimmage, he would 
take poor angles and often go for 
the big hit and the expense of mak- 
ing a tackle. Taylor led the league in 
two unofficial stats last year: missed 
tackles (19) and the number of times 
burned for a touchdown (11). 

This year, Taylor is back where 
he belongs, playing a true free 
safety, using his incredible speed 
to cover the field from sideline to 
sideline and chase down fly balls, er, 
interceptions. He’s yet to be credited 
with a missed tackle, and he’s yet 
to allow a touchdown pass. Taylor 
needs only one more interception to 
match the number the entire team 
had all last season. 

“You’ve got to be careful against 
these guys,” said Patriots quarter- 
back Tom Brady. “I mean, every time 
the ball gets thrown in the air, Sean 
Taylor makes an interception.”

Ridley Scott puts 
a new face on the 
American Gangster’ 

CRIMINAL I The last time Denzel 
Washington and Russell Crowe 
co-starred in a movie, Washing- 
ton played an ex- cop on the trail 
of Crowe’s computer-generated 
serial killer in the futuristic thriller 
“Virtuosity.” Twelve years later, the 
two Academy Award winners are 
paired again in “American Gang- 
ster,” except the roles of hunter and 
hunted are reversed. 

Though they co-star in this grit- 
ty, true -life crime drama directed 
by Ridley Scott, Washington and 
Crowe share little screen time 
together — their characters’ sto- 
ries run parallel through most of 
the movie. Washington, 52, plays 
Frank Lucas, the son of North Caro- 
lina sharecroppers. Lucas moves to 
New York’s Harlem as a teen and 
falls into a world of organized crime. 


eventually becoming a kingpin in 
the illegal heroin trade beginning 
in the late 1960s. Crowe, 43, plays 
Richie Roberts, a scrupulous law- 
man who doggedly investigates 
Lucas’ empire. 

Despite the incredible star power 
of “American Gangster,” the proj- 


ect has a long and rocky history, 
partly due to its controversial sub- 
ject matter. 

Studio executives and even 
Washington himself initially wor- 
ried about glorifying a drug dealer 
who reportedly was responsible for 
countless deaths. Also, in a despi- 


cable business decision, Lucas 
imported his heroin from South- 
east Asia in the coffins of slain 
American servicemen during the 
Vietnam War. 

To prepare for the role, Washing- 
ton met with Lucas, who is in his 
late 70s and wheelchair-bound. 


“I didn’t try to imitate him,” he 
recalls. “He’s such a charmer; that’s 
key to his character.” 

Washington also jokes that he 
didn’t ask any questions about 
Lucas’ business because he didn’t 
ever want to be called into court 
to testify. 

“I just hung out with him, got 
him alone and got the truth or, 
hopefully, some version of it,” he 
says. 

Having made his mark in Hol- 
lywood as a leading man, Washing- 
ton finds himself at a crossroads. 
He wrapped production on the his- 
toric drama “The Great Debaters,” 
which he directed and co-stars in 
with Academy Award winner Forest 
Whitaker (“The Last King of Scot- 
land”). An uplifting true story about 
a debate team from a small, black 
college that took on the favored 
Harvard crew, “The Great Debat- 
ers” is slated for release on Dec. 25. 
It marks Washington’s second out- 
ing as a filmmaker, following his 
2002 directorial debut, “Antoine 
Fisher.” 

“Getting behind the camera 
— I’m sure that’s my new career,” 
he says. “Acting, for me, is mak- 
ing a living; it’s not my life.” an gel a

Pro- 
ducer T Bone Burnett’s sparse but 
eclectic arrangements make every 
note count, and the material is well 
chosen, with songs from Doc Wat- 
son, Tom Waits and Sam Phillips 
among the highlights. 

Aside from a couple of Led Zep- 
style outbursts. Plant is on his best 
behavior vocally, and he blends beau- 
tifully with Krauss’ incomparable 
soprano. The two singers generate 
considerable chemistry — enough to 
leave their audience wanting more. 
This is not strictly a duet record, alas, 
with Plant and Krauss each taking 
solo turns less interesting than the 
songs they sing together. 

And oddly, several lyrics fea- 
ture Krauss singing of her love 
for another woman.

All those things are too heavily 
freighted ... with gender expecta- 
tions and cliche.” 

Held at a bar on the North Side 
of Chicago, Nerds at Heart events 
cost $20 to $25 and include one 
drink. Bathsheba Birman said 
she and business partner Julia 
Borcherts founded the company 
as an alternative to traditional 
singles events. 


“The bar scene is very meat mar- 
ket” with no opportunities for real 
interaction, she said. “You’re mak- 
ing snap judgments. I call it the ‘30- 
second’ once-over.” 

The nerds who attend their 
events are looking for something 
deeper, someone with whom they 
can hold a conversation and who 
shares the same interests, she 
said. 

Angelique Power, marketing 
director for Chicago’s Museum of 
Contemporary Art, says her First 
Friday events have become popu- 
lar with singles. 

“People are longing to interact 
with other humans and not to do 
it in bars ... [but] to do it in other 
environments,” she said. 

With a DJ, martinis and free 
Wolfgang Puck appetizers, the 
First Fridays parties draw about 
1,800 people each month, though 
Power notes that not all of them are 


young or single. 

Tennis said the explanation for 
the event’s popularity is simple. 

“Art is sexy,” he said. “When I 
go to an art museum, women look, 
like, 20 percent better.” 

Many of the event organizers 
noted that the solitary nature of 
modern life — with its cubicles, 
takeout dinners and the ability to 
create second “lives” online — has 
left people hungering for real con- 
nections. 

These nerdy/intellectual events 
all also carry less expectation than 
traditional dating scenes, organiz- 
ers said. If people attending meet 
someone they want to date, great, 
but if not, at least they’ve gotten to 
beat someone at Scattergories, hear 
a great lecture or see some art. 

Back in Chicago, Nerds at Heart 
recently invited all nerds — gay, 
straight and coupled — to its first 
anniversary party. 

Dahlby planned to go back 
to thank the group for bringing 
herand her boyfriend together. 
It’s the kind of story that Birman 
and Borcherts live for. “We think 
we’re on a nerdy mission,” she said. 
“Our job is to make the uncool cool.”

Documentary reveals 
the emotional artist 
behind Charlie Brown 

Before “Peanuts,” Charles Schulz 
taught art with two guys named 
Charles Brown and Linus Maur- 
er. He dated a little red-haired girl 
who crushed his heart. He felt loss, 
isolation and a burning passion to 
be a cartoonist. 

It’s no secret that Charles Schulz 
drew heavily from his life and emo- 
tions in animating Charlie Brown, 
Snoopy and the rest of the “Peanuts” 
gang. What gets glossed over some- 
times amid the ubiquitous images 
of dancing beagles is that the strip 
routinely dealt head-on with emo- 
tional issues like angst and humili- 
ation — think of Charlie Brown flat 
on his back after Lucy yanks the 
football away. Again. 

An “American Masters” por- 
trait airing Sunday on PBS at 
9 p.m. paints a nuanced picture of 


the artist who drew “Peanuts” for 
just under 50 years. Family and 
friends describe Schulz — known 


to all as “Sparky” — as a shy, driven 
man who was at turns distant and 
needy. One friend describes him as

“always missing something.” It’s lit- 
tle wonder this cartoonist created 
a character who dispenses psychi- 
atric advice for a nickel. 

“If you look at ‘Peanuts’ ... it’s a 
lot more than fun, and that’s what 
made it great,” writer and direc- 
tor David Van Taylor said. “And it 
shouldn’t, in some ways, come as a 
surprise that the creator of Char- 
lie Brown was a vulnerable, con- 
flicted person.” 

Despite his massive success, 
Schulz just wanted to be an ordi- 
nary guy. Children and friends 
describe a sometimes emotionally 
guarded man who spent hours in his 
studio. “He lived in Snoopy’s dog- 
house, more or less,” said friend 



Chuck Bartley. 

The documentary presents 
Schulz as being nagged by despair 
and haunted by his mother’s death 
when he was a young man shipping 
off to serve in World War 11. As 
his first marriage disintegrates, 
the show tracks how the focus of 
the strip moves away from Char- 
lie Brown’s travails to Snoopy’s 
fantasy world of walking on the 
moon and dogfighting the Red 
Baron. 

“He was, in many ways, happy. 
He still had his underlying melan- 
choly,” said his second wife, Jean- 
nie Schulz. “He still had that feeling 
when he woke up in the morning. 
And he used to say ‘You know, I 
don’t know what it is. Maybe it’s 
blood sugar.’” 

Schulz died of cancer at age 77 
on Feb. 12, 2000, the day before his 
last strip was published. 

Enfeebled in the last months of 
his life, Schulz continued to draw 
in a quavering hand and even let 
his emotional defenses come down 
a bit. He made a valedictory appear- 
ance on the “Today” show toward 
the end and struggled to hold back 
tears as he talked about his lifetime 
with Charlie Brown. 

“You know, that poor kid, he 
never even got to kick the foot- 
ball,” he said with a choked- 
up laugh. “What a dirty trick.”

As author Anne Kreamer researched her book 
“Going Gray,” she did some head counts, look- 
ing for famous gray-haired women. 

She found only one gray-haired Hollywood 
actress (Jamie Lee Curtis) and no gray-haired 
women in the U.S. Senate in 2006. At the “For- 
tune” magazine conference for the most power- 
ful women in business, only 11 out of 324 women 
attendees had gray hair. 

Kreamer decided to quit covering her gray 
at 49 after looking at a picture and seeing her- 
self as “a black hole” between her 14 -year- old 
blonde daughter and a gray-haired friend. The 
book followed a popular article she wrote for 
“More” magazine about dropping the dye. In it, 
she argues that hair dye is a form of dishonesty 
the baby boom generation can shed. 




Dyeing, she fig- 
ures, cost her hun- 
dreds of hours and 
tens of thousands of 
dollars. More impor- 
tantly, “I’ve come 
to understand that 
I really don’t want 
to look like some 
majority- approved 
standard-issue ver- 
sion of age fifty or 
fifty-five or sixty or sixty-five,” she writes. 

But going from brown to gray wasn’t easy. 
Her colorist tells her she can’t simply strip the 
color from her hair. Since dye was applied to her 


whole head every time she’s had her roots covered, 
each strand has absorbed varying levels. 

So, the book follows her “bad hair year,” from 
some gray roots, to gray roots and blonde high- 
lights, to an earlobe -length gray cut, followed 
by a super- chic steel-gray style. 

She interviews famous women about their 
hair, including actress Frances McDormand, 
singer Emmylou Harris and Ann Richards, the 
now- deceased former Texas governor (who tells 
her the one rule of Texas hair is the bigger your 
rear, the bigger your hair). 

In some ways, Kreamer’s is a classic make- 
over story: She loses 10 pounds, hires an image 
consultant, clears her closets of the 1980s power 
suits from a job she no longer has, gives away 
the vintage Chanel from her every-hair-in-place 
mother and buys new clothes for the first time 
in 10 years. She even test-drives her gray with 
recruiters and out bar-hopping. 

With the help of a social scientist at the 
National Science Foundation, she devises a sur- 
vey on how gray hair is perceived. One finding, 
using gray haired and non- gray haired pictures 
of the same people, is that, unless you’ve truly 
gone prematurely gray, gray adds only three 
years to people’s estimates of how old someone 
is. Her takeaway: If you’re dyeing your hair, the 
people around you are on to you. 

She finds going gray has given her the best 
hair color of her life: “I love the way it shines in 
the sun.” ellen simon (ap)

STEVEN PEARLSTEIN was online

How does the Google of today com- 
pare with what you thought about 
as the IPO approached in 2004? 

While the Wall Street Journal was 
making fun of the Google guys for 
their unorthodox IPO, I thought 
it was just great. And I still think 
the company to be spectacular 
in just about every way. I wish I 
could have invested. They were hot 


then; now they are on the verge of 
dominant, and spreading out into 
whole new areas, like telephony. 
They are clearly approaching the 
point where they are going to have 
a run-in with the antitrust authori- 
ties, either here or in Europe. It is 
only a matter of time. 

Is there any search engine contend- 
er that may end up competing with 
Google? I would hope so, as I do not 
find everything I need with Google. 

Google executives admit that there 
will be lots of specialized search 
engines that are better than theirs 
in very specific areas. So, like most 
markets with a dominant firm, there 
will be niches to be mined by small- 
er companies. But as to your larger 


question, can any of the other search 
engines “catch” Google at this point? 
The answer I got almost universally 
during my recent trip to the Valley 
is: no way. 

Was YouTube a good investment for 
Google? 

Not yet, but I’m sure it will be. They 
realize they paid a very steep pre- 
mium and caused the price of every 
other startup in the valley to rise 
as a result. But as I said, getting 
the early lead in these markets is 
important.

FOR THE LAST half of the 20th cen- 
tury, Charles M. “Sparky” Schulz 
(1922-2000) single-handedly pro- 
duced what has come to be viewed 
as the quintessential American 
comic strip. It’s 
SOHULZ easy to forget 
how radical “Pea- 
^ nuts” was for its 

time. The lean 
lines and blank 
spaces made a 
perfect coun- 
terpoint to a kind of anti-humor 
that fed on doubt, disillusionment 
and the inexplicable need to carry 
on. All were anchored in the trou- 
bled psyche of the strip’s creator. 
The depths of Sparky’s unhappi- 
ness may never be fully plumbed, 
but biographer Michaelis has come 
as close as anyone. 




Schulz was unassuageably miser- 
able, but it’s not clear — even given 
his cold and inattentive parents 
and the early death of his mother — 
that he ever knew why. 

I think he made that ... decision that 
artists have been making forever 
and certainly had to make con- 
sciously from about 1905 onward: 
“We’re not gonna listen to any- 
thing this doctor from Vienna 
tells us about our unconscious. 
We’re just gonna keep pouring it 
into the work.” 

Were there any times in Schulz’s 
life when he felt satisfied? 

The two periods that I found him in 
a state of high fulfillment, both of 
his potential and of who he was as 
a man ... were when he was in the 
Army and when he was an instruc- 
tor at Art Instruction, Inc. 

That confidence he won as a G.l. — 
did it last? 

Eight minutes later, or sometimes

in the telling, five minutes later, or 
a minute later, as he would always 
jokingly say, “I went back to my 
usual self.” 

You’ve drawn flak in some quarters, 
particularly from Sparky’s family, 
for defacing Schulz the Icon. 

I cannot understand how to sim- 
plify this complex guy. Or why 


even, at this point in history, why 
the need. 

With all his phobias and anxieties 
and insecurities, Schulz is precise- 
ly the sort of person you’d expect 
to give up, yet he never does. 

Whatever it is, it’s in the DNA. It’s 
the fortitude that gets him up every 
day to continue on and, of course.

he translates into the great iconic 
image of Charlie Brown one more 
time trying to kick the football. And 
that’s really the essence of Charlie 
Brown and in some ways the essence 
of “Peanuts.” 

For at least part of his life, Schulz 
was devoutly religious, and yet you 
don’t see that as what drove him. 

That fortitude — that’s the quality 
for me, much more than faith or 
hope or love, which are the three 
Christian virtues that Schulz lived 
by, discussed and studied, but which 
I don’t find in “Peanuts” myself.

MUSIC I Mark O’Rowe’s darkly 
comic “Made in China” tells the 
story of three Irishmen and their 
aspirations to transcend their poor 
neighborhood.

True Lies 


Singer Jens Lekman 
battles rumors — 
by creating them 

MUSIC I Jens Lekman was once a 
ukulele -toting, baritone - singing, 
romantic-pop tunesmith from 
the Gothenburg area of Sweden. 
The prolific 26 -year- old writer 
gained acclaim for his smart, sen- 
sitive songs, crooner-worthy melo- 
dies and velvety deep voice. 

That young man is dead. 


Jens Lekman is now the key- 
boardist for a symphonic death 
metal band that wears only stud- 
ded leather thongs and plays con- 
certs exclusively on snow- covered 
mountaintops. 

Or not. 

It doesn’t really matter what 
people say about Lekman now; 
he loves all of it. But there was a 
time in 2005 when lies and rumors 
made him threaten to retire from 
music. 

“I was just obsessed with it 


and thought that it was hurting 
me,” Lekman said. “[But] the con- 
clusion that I came to was that I 
should embrace it — embrace all 
the misinformation and misunder- 
standing and the misquotes and all 
the weird rumors about me being 
a dead in a motorcycle accident. ... 
So, these days, I actually encour- 
age people to come up with stories 
ifthey wantto.” 

Lekman realized that the mis- 
information wasn’t something that 
he could control and that, in many 


ways, misunderstandings are a cen- 
tral part of his life as well as his 
songwriting: 

“There’s a reason why the catch- 
phrase in my first single [‘Maple 
Leaves’] was ‘She said it was all 
make-believe /And I thought that 
she said maple leaves.’” 

Lekman latest CD, “Night 
Falls Over Kortedala,” is another 
collection of baroque and beautiful 
tunes, filled with autobiographical 
tales of loves lost or never gained. 
The album title name -checks the 


The con-

Gothenburg suburb where Lekman 
once lived, but he said the “depress- 
ing” and “not very nice place” didn’t 
really influence the CD. 

“It basically just refers to the 
place where I recorded the songs, 
Kortedala Beauty Center, which 
used to be a beauty salon where 
Shirin — who I do sing about on the 
record [on ‘Shirin’] — used to work. 
. . .. When she was gone, I named my 
apartment Kortedala Beauty Center 
... because I felt like the only place 
that produced any kind of beauty in 
Kortedala was my flat.” 

But Lekman no longer lives 
there — or anywhere. He and his 
seven-piece band are touring heav- 
ily through year’s end, so he turned 
in the keys to his apartment. 

“It’s a beautiful feeling,” Lek- 
man said of his homelessness. “I’ve 
never felt at home in Kortedala, or 
in Gothenburg, so I always felt 
like I needed to go somewhere 
and find some kind of perspective 
on things.” 

It’s been reported that Lek- 
man will move to Australia for a 
year once the tour ends, but the 
truth is he’ll settle in Gary, Ind., 
and start a new career as a com- 
bination septic-tank technician 
and big-game hunter. Or not.

MUSIC I When it comes to down- 
time, Patterson Hood isn’t all that 
clear on the concept. 

He and his band, the Drive-By 
Truckers, had been on the road 
steadily since the double-disc 
Skynyrd- centric “Southern Rock 
Opera” popped up on the national 
radar in 2001-2002. About Hal- 
loween ’06, they decided to give 
it a rest. 

Often, with bands that know 
their way around a plate of okra 
and a case of Jack, recreation 
involves firework-fishing, irre- 
sponsible motorsports and shoot- 
ing at whatever’s laying out in the 
front yard. 

For the DBTs, taking a break 
meant writing more songs than 
would fit on their next three 
albums, going into the studio to 
back up rediscovered soul chan- 
teuse Bettye LaVette and undertak- 


ing a semi- acoustic tour, dubbed 
“The Dirt Underneath,” where 
they worked up the new tunes 


and highlighted material over- 
looked at harder gigs. Then they 
cut next year’s album. 


“Our plan was to take most of 
this year off,” Hood said last week. 
“I’m not quite sure how we thought 


we were gonna support ourselves or 
pay the bills, in light of the fact that 
we don’t get mailbox money.” 

“The new record’s kind of all 
over the map,” he explained. “A cou- 
ple of songs sound like they could’ve 
come off of country records from 
the early ’60s. And a couple of songs 
are almost Stooges/MC5 primal 
stomp. [There’s] almost a Howlin’ 
Wolf influence on one song.” 

As he did earlier this year, one 
of the band’s biggest inspirations, 
legendary Muscle Shoals session 
man and songwriter Spooner 
Oldham, will be joining the band 
onstage. 

“They were playin’ ’70s AM 
Top 40 -type radio at this steak- 
house we were eating at last night 

— we’re in Tulsa — and just sit- 
ting there eatin’ dinner, I heard 
three songs that Spooner played 
on,” Hood said. 

“When a Man Loves a Woman’ 

— there’s Spooner playin’ the organ. 
T’m Your Puppet’ — all right, he 
wrote that one. It’s been really 
amazing having him out with us.”

The Shout Out Louds 
put old-fashioned 
songcraft in the mix 

M U S I C I The band name “Shout Out 
Louds” once fit the Swedish quintet 
like a comfy T-shirt. So did the title 
of the group’s first album, “Howl 
Howl Gaff Gaff,” which brimmed 
with peppy, punchy indie-rock. 

With the lovely new “Our 111 
Wills,” however, the Shout Out 
Louds don’t sound like kids crash- 
ing their way through uninhibited 
pop songs; this recording is the work 
of a band skillfully maneuvering its 
way through mature melodies and 
moods. 

The voice of singer- songwriter 
Adam Olenius has changed, too; it 
now recalls the slightly hurt yowl 
of the Cure’s Robert Smith, though 
it’s a mere coincidence. 

“I wanted to sing like Neil Young 
when we started the band,” Olenius 
said. “I liked his really high-pitched 
voice, and it suited my voice. But 
after all the touring, you get to 


know your voice more. [‘Our 111 
Wills’] had more diversity in the 
way I sing.” 


The focused music on “Our 111 
Wills” incorporates multiple layers 
of instruments, and percussion is 


wedged into what are essentially 
indie-pop folk songs. 

“This album is very influenced 


by rhythms and drums and how 
dance music is arranged,” Oleni- 
us said. “We wanted this record to 
sound more cinematic. ... Alter- 
native rock bands have the same 
kind of production, with guitars 
in front. We wanted to add more 
drums and rhythms and piano and 
strings. Work more on details so 
you could hear every little thing. ... 
There’s more air in it.” 

But it wasn’t just dance music 
that helped the Shout Out Louds 
transform musically — and it wasn’t 
the Cure, either. 

“We wanted to get away from 
that lo-fi and do more of that clas- 
sic sound,” Olenius said. “I was lis- 
tening to a lot of Tom Waits, Paul 
Simon; we listened to a lot of Fleet- 
wood Mac and early, early Pet Shop 
Boys in the studio. 

“I worked more on the lyrics 
and the melodies this time. We 
arranged and rehearsed the songs 
a lot,” he said. “I was more honest 
when I wrote this album. You write 
about the things you don’t want to 
talk about with people — your own 
mistakes and all that.” 

Sounds like a grown-up.

FAMILY I Mystic Sufi poet Rumi

Duo Over the Rhine 
draws its inspiration 
from the pre-rock era 

M U S I C I Hotel piano bars don’t have 
elite rock reps. But for Over the 
Rhine songwriters Linwood Det- 
weiler and Karin Bergquist, per- 
forming as a piano bar duo early in 
their career gave them a lesson in 
American musical culture. 

The Americana/folk/alternative 
duo, which comes to the Birchmere 
on Sunday with Rosie Thomas, may 
have been playing rock stages for 18 
years, but its secret musical roots 
can really be traced back to the five- 
star Cincinnatian Hotel. 

“We had a gig where we played 
our own renditions of tunes from 
the Great American Songbook and 


put our own spin on them,” says Det- 
weiler, a multi-instrumentalist and 
the band’s main songwriter. “That 
music was pretty influential on us. 
We weren’t jazz musicians, but we 
were real curious about it and really 
wanted to try to get inside one of 
those songs.” 

The Ohio-based group was 
praised by critics for its songcraft 
almost as soon as it emerged as a 
quartet in the early 1990s. Detweiler 
and Bergquist eventually pared the 
band down to a self-contained duo, 
got married, and carved out a cult 
audience that followed both their 
idiosyncratic releases and the ups 
and downs of their relationship. 

After a rocky marital patch in 
2003, they returned, seemingly 
rejuvenated. Then Paste maga- 
zine named them to its list of the

100 best living songwriters. The 
group’s latest release, “The Trum- 
pet Child,” maybe its best yet. Here, 
Detweiler and Bergquist get jazzy 
with transcendent results. 

“We wanted to reference the pre 
rock ’n’ roll era of American music,” 
Detweiler explains. “And we want- 
ed it to inform the language. Cole 
Porter, Frank Loesser and Hoagie 
Carmichael were so playful with 
their approach to language.”

Detweiler says that after the 
couple canceled their 2003 tour 
to work out some marital issues, 
life began to look rosy again. 

“Our friends tell us, ‘Man, if I 
was together with my spouse as 
much as you two are, we’d kill 
each other within a week,”’ he 
says. “But then there’s the view that 
musicians who tour with us make 
real sacrifices, leaving their fami- 
lies behind for sometimes months 
at a time. That’s not easy either.”

Damon & Naomi’s 
tour highlights the 
highs and the lows 

MUSIC I Damon Krukowski and 
Naomi Yang, the ex-Galaxie 500 
rhythm section turned sad-hit 
song duo, are happy to see a renewed 
interest in folk music. The two are 
more geek than freak, but their 
influences will likely outlast much 
of what is offered up by the feather- 
fashioned folkies of late. 

Krukowski relishes the turn- 
about. “It’s nice to see people using 
acoustic instruments again,” he says. 
“People think we’re loud, now.” 

Damon & Naomi — the band — 
formed in the early ’90s, shortly after 
Galaxie 500 singer Dean Wareham 
broke away to form the power-pop 
outfit Luna. Since then, the twosome 
has steadily acquired a loyal fan base 
taken with their blend of lilting dual 
vocals and richly composed, softly 


played pop songs. 

Their songcraft expanded upon 
meeting guitarist Michio Kurihara 
of Japanese folk-rock group Ghost. 
The guitarist began collaborating 
with Damon & Naomi and can be 
heard both on their new CD, “Within 
These Walls,” and on this tour with 
the amply amplified Japanese heavy- 
rock band Boris. Kurihara shares 
billing on Boris’ most recent full- 
length, “Rainbow,” as well, and on 
the tour performs with both bands. 


playing two sets each night. 

“The contrast in volume between 
Boris and ourselves couldn’t be more 
apparent,” says Krukowski, “but both 
bands have a wide dynamic range. 
Our peak is their low- dynamic 
starting point ... they can take it 
down, way down.

MUSIC I Even Johansen, a.k.a. Mag- 
net, is one of the leading indie -pop 
talents in his home country of Nor- 
way, but, in four years of promot- 
ing records, has had a hard time 
appealing to the rest of his conti- 
nental peers. 

“In the United Kingdom, it’s 
not so much about whether you 
can play or not; it’s about whether 
you’re wearing the right pants or 
not,” he said. 

But, for Magnet at least, there 
appears to be a musical connection 
between Norway and the United 
States, where his airy, atmospher- 
ic rock has built a consistently 
expanding fan base that’s sure to 
widen even further with his newest 
effort, “Simple Life,” a warmly invit- 
ing set of sunny, acoustic-focused 
rock that’s sure to appeal to fans of 
Josh Rouse, Rufus Wainwright or 
Jason Falkner (with whom Johan- 
sen collaborated on his last record, 
2005’s “Tourniquet”).

here than in other places.” 

Not that Magnet is trying to 
court any specific type of fan. He’s 
toured with the likes of Zero 7 and 
Royskopp, but Johansen doesn’t ape 
those bands’ trip-hop style; nor does 
he dwell in the weirdly eerie dream- 
pop of Doves, with whom he’s also 
shared the stage. Mostly, Magnet 
makes music for one person, and 
one person only. 

“I don’t spend too much time 


thinking about whom I’m talking 
to,” he said. “I’m just trying to talk 
to myself.” 

That conversation gets a little 
less complicated on “Simple Life.” 
While bringing in more instrumen- 
tation, the “more organic” record 
eliminates heavy production work 
and complex programming, and 
doesn’t shy away from some natu- 
ral imperfections here and there. 
The result is catchy songs (check out 
“A Little Happier,” “Slice of Heav- 
en” and “Volatile”) that are tonally 
intricate without all the frills and 
ornamentation that Johansen’s pre- 
vious albums dabbled in. 

“Everything is a bit more played. 
It frees you up to focus on the songs,” 
he said. “It opens it up to making 
sure everything you play fits. It’s a 
bit more mindful.” 

With that sincere, thought- 
ful approach. Magnet is sure, in 
America, to become an even big- 
ger attraction.

Comic compromises 
in David Mamet’s 
‘Speed-the-Plow’

The plot centers on Bobby 
(Danton Stone), a recently pro- 
moted movie executive, and long- 
time friend and underling Char- 
lie (Peter Birkenhead). As Bobby 
moans about being used and 
abused, Charlie struggles to deliv- 
er some good news: Some bigshot 
actor has agreed to do a movie with 
their company. 

The film, aprison-buddy-action- 
with-a-girl monstrosity, promises 
to make millions. Bobby, of course, 
is thrilled and promises Charlie a 
CO -producer credit. 



The pressures of the industry take thier 
toll on a movie executive’s conscience. 


All is well until Bobby asks temp 
secretary Karen (Meghan Grady) — 
in a bid to sleep with her — to read 
a critically acclaimed novel to deter- 
mine its potential as a film. 

The story is about the apoca- 
lypse. And radiation. And fear. 
Karen loves it and tries to convince 
Bobby to greenlight it over the pris- 
on film. Thus, Bobby must decide:

Stone and Birkenhead handle 
Mamet’s signature blistering dia- 
logue with deftness, while Grady 
injects Karen’s manipulations with 
breathless sincerity.

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Lasting Foundations 



Ancient African 
architecture stands 
the test of time 

M U S E u M S I The show about art and 
architecture is OK in “Lasting 
Foundations: The Art of Archi- 
tecture in Africa,” which runs 
through Jan. 13 at the National 
Building Museum. 

Between the lines is a better 
show about time, the extreme 
tests of which, on these huts, 
houses, mosques and palaces found 
throughout Africa, have no parallel 
in a society that produces the Toll 
Brothers’ Santa Barbara Foyer. 

The rubric seems overbroad, 
but what aligns Mali’s mushroom- 
like Dogon granaries, the Doko 
huts of Ethiopia and the melting 
mud houses in Sirigu, Ghana, is 
the notion of exigent architecture, 
often impermanent, harassed by 
the elements over generations until 
natural materials, intuitive struc- 
tures and basic purposes combine 
into the simplest of machines for 


living. 

The houses of the Saharan 
Tuareg nomads with hide walls go 
up and come down in a day. Mud- 
and-rice mosques like the famous 
example at Djenne in Mali can be 
replastered easily every year for 
centuries, by virtue of built-in log 
scaffolds that stud the high walls 
and create yet another exuberant 
patterning as part of the canny 
reduction in means. 


Little has been rationalized into 
anything like a floor plan: One of 
the few architects mentioned by 
name, El Hadj Abou Moussa, 
says his vaulted adobe interior of 
a mosque in Sanam, Niger (1998), 
came to him in “a dream sent by 
God.” 

Given so many design languages 
at once, more translation into our 
own — with a few diagrams, bet- 
ter maps and dates of the works 


— would be illuminating. Yet noth- 
ing speaks more clearly than the 
West African wood house posts 
arranged down the middle of the 
pumpkin- colored gallery. In the 
rawest media, a design spites its 
constraints by animating them.

“Grindhouse” tanked at the box 
office, so the Weinstein Company 
is releasing the movies separately 
on DVD, with the explicit promise 
of a bigger, better set in the near 
future. How cheap are these edi- 
tions? They didn’t even remove 
the “Grindhouse” title card from 
the “Planet Terror” DVD. 

Without the immersive thrill of 
the double feature, neither movie 
holds up very well on the smaller 
screen.

ded “Death Proof” with several 
new scenes and more time with 
his eight lead actresses, includ- 
ing a lap dance from Vanessa Fer- 
lito. The film idles when it should 
be racing, but the mid-movie plot 
twist retains its visceral shock, and 
the climactic chase scene really is 
one of the most thrilling commit- 
ted to film. 


“Death Proof” may be the bet- 
ter film, but “Planet Terror” is the 
better disc, if only for the volume 
and depth of its special features — 
a commentary track, an audience 
reaction track, and Rodriguez in his 
Ten-Minute Film School, explain- 
ing how his crew used CGI and old- 
fashioned stuntwork to pull off com- 
plicated scenes on a tight budget. 


The most glaring omission from 
these sets is the trio of mock pre- 
views (by Eli Roth, Edgar Wright 
and Rob Zombie) that were such 
an integral part of the original 
bill. They’ll surely be restored 
when these two movies get back 
together, making these “special” 
editions especially redundant.

Fall Is Puree & Simple 


Squash is showing 
up on local plates, 
chilly weather or not 

BLENDER MAGIC I Kabochas, sugar 
pies, Long Island cheese and blue 
hubbards. This is not some sort of 
Martian grocery list; these are the 
names of some varieties of winter 
gourds used by local chefs in mak- 
ing seasonal dishes. The fall chill 
is not yet upon us, yet the season 
is on the plates of restaurants all 
over town. 

Nowhere is it more prevalent 
than in soup, a customer craving 
once the temperature dips. At the 
newly opened Stone’s Throw at the 
Marriott Wardman Park, executive 
chef John Payne Jr. gathers a cornu- 
copia of ingredients for his pump- 


kin soup, including apples, Vidalia 
onions, carrots, brown sugar, maple 
syrup, cinnamon, nutmeg, Chablis 
and dried cranberries. 

For his pumpkin soup, chef 
Michael Harr of Butterfield 9 
picks heirloom varieties such as red 
kuri pumpkins from his selection 
provided by several local farmers. 
He seasons his soup with garlic 
and thyme and garnishes it with 
apples and pancetta, or bacon and 
celery leaf. 

Across town at 1789, chef 
Nathan Beauchamp adds duck 
rillets as a garnish for his kabocha 
rendition: a Japanese squash that’s 
deep green on the outside with a 
nutty, sweet flesh inside. 

At Dupont Circle’s Firefly, por- 
cini mushrooms are steeped in veg- 
etable stock as chef Daniel Bortnick 



Butterfield 9’s silky pumpkin soup, now being garnished with apples and pancetta. 


prepares his pumpkin risotto, which 
includes parmesan, butter, fresh 
herbs and sweet neck pumpkins. 
And at Poste Brasserie in the Hotel 
Monaco, chefRobertWeland purees 
kabocha for crepes, into which he 
blends fresh sage, as well as cheese 
and stock. On top, trumpet mush- 
rooms serve as garnish. 

At these restaurants, pumpkins 
are for more than just jack- o -lan- 
terns and pies. They’re for savory 
dishes that usher in the fall season.
